GOLDFIiELD (Nev.) Dee. 21.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] Following the call 
of a strike yesterday by the I. W. W. 
every mine, mill and smelter in the en- 
tire Gojifield district, excepting the 
Hayes-Monnette and Frances Mohawk 
lease shut down this morning. 

The mine owners wil] not recognize 
or treat with the I. W. W. and have 
refused flatly to grant any accession 
to the demands made by the men. A 
committee composed of purely W. F. M. 
members will be recognized but no in- 
erease in wages will be granted with- 
out the installation of change rooms 
in the mines. 

That the union favors the uninter- 
rupted looting of the mines by high 
graders and will not consent to the in- 
stallation of change rooms was made 
apparent a week ago when a demand 
was made that all watchmen be re- 
moved from the mines. 

No non-union men have been sent for 
to run the mines and tt is said that the 
policy of the owners will be to starve 
the WW. into. submission. The em- 
ployés of the Tonopah and Goldfield 
Railroad have been admitted to the 
LW.W., and it is reported on good au- 
thority that they will be discharged to 
the last man. 

The people of the district do not fa- 
yor the bullying tactics of the IW. W. 
and are ready upon the first necessity 
to organize a citizens’ alliance to en- 
force their rights. 

No overtures were made today by 
either side. A meeting of the Lw.W. 
has been called for Monday, night and 
at that time a plan of campaign will 
be adopted.

District Attorney and the gran d jurors. 
| He started to cite authorities in sup- 
port of his point, but Judge Dunne re- 
fused to hear them.

The attorneys for Ruef then called 
several witnesses in an attempt to 
prove that Grand Juror M. A. Leving- 
ston was prejudiced against e mu- 
nicipal administration.

“There will be a mise on all these 
old buildings, justified, we believe, by | 
the events of the past year. We 
the general effect will be doubtless to 
cut the insurance rate below the figure 
which now includes the 25 per cent. 
raise, so far as Los Angeles is con- 
cerned, it is certain that in some 
cases the readjustment will mean a 
higher figure than even that made 
after the recent increase.” 

News of this prospective increase in 
insurance rates, coming, as it does, 
immediately after the action of the 
grocers of Southern Ualifornia to- 
wards forming a mutual insurance 
company, will doubtiess tend to give 
impetus to this movement. It is pos- 
sible that other lines of merchandise 
or business interests will take the cue 
from the grocers, and that the en- 
abling legislation which the grocers

HURCH AND STATE. 

How often events raise in our 

minds unbounded admiration for the 
wisdom of the great statesmen who 
organized the American government! 
Perhaps in no single respect was this 
wisdom better, illustrated than in the 
absolute -eparation of church from 
state affairs. What course of reason- 
ing led them to break with the tradi- 
tions of all the past would take a vol- 
ume to trace. 
From time immemorial religion and 
statecraft were apparently indissolu- 
bly joined together. The democratic 
king of Homer's time was the priest 
who controlled religion as well as 
the chief who commaneed in war and 
the lawgiver who laid down rules for 
civil conduct. The Hebrew slaves who 
escaped from the tyranny of the 
Pharaohs under the leadership of 
Moses formed a democratic mass. But 
from that time on the governor was 
generally anointed with oi] by the 
prophet, who was supposed to act 
under direct divine inspiration. 


tian church was formed as an off- 
shoot from the Jewish. It was as 
thoroughly democratic an organiza- 


tion as men had ever made. It main- 
tained this democratic character for a 
period of a little more than three cen 
turies. Of course, the early Chris- 
tians bad nothing whatever to wo 
with politics or statecraft excepting 
to obey the laws of whatever govern- 
ment they found themselves under. 
With Constantine came the reversion 
to former and universal methods of 
governing. It is more than doubtful 
if this emperor had any sincere belief 
whatever in the religion he pretend- 
ed to espouse.

E PRUNES OF PEACE. 
According to statements made by 
our esteemed contemporary, the New 
York Journal of Commerce the de- 
mand for California prunes is great 
beyond the rim of the Rockies and 
clear back as far as the wild and deso- 
late shores of the wintry and storm- 
tossed Atlantic. Let us rejoice thereat, 
not because we need the money— 
since we have plenty without it—but 
because the prune is essentially a 
messenger of peace on earth and good 
will toward men. | 
So truly, indeed, is the prune not 
only the messenger but also the 
harbinger of peace, that Shakespeare 
might well be paraphrase® to read, 
“In thy right hand carry prunes to 
silence envious tongues.” Wherever 
the prune goes contentment and good 
digestion follow. The olive branch 
is very well, in its way, to be sure, 
and has been known to prevent blows 
on many historic occasions when 
bloodshed was imminent. But an olive 
branch does not make good eating. 
And it is only when there is some- 
thing at hand to eat that the man- 
brute can really be brought to a sense 
of the obligations which he owes to 
his fellow-man, his country and the 
other nations of the earth with which 
we may be more or less suspiciously 
in the enjoyment of diplomatic rela- 
tions. 
The prune follows the flag, and al- 
ways for the purpose of impressing 
our enemies on land and sea with the 
idea that fighting is a bad business 
n people who ought naturally 
to be friends. It is a fruit that ad- 
ministers to the inward consciousness 
of the soldier in camp and the sailor 
3 the iron-clad decks of the 
ba pe on water. In fact, the 
farmers of the Santa Clara Valley 
have often suggested that if a volley 
of prunes were fired at a foreign foe 
the enemy would greedily devour the 
fusillades thus aimed at him, and that 
he would feel so much better after he 
had done so that he would immediately 
hoist the white flag of truce and agree 
to call the whole bloody business off 
on the condition that he was to have 
more prunes. 


The prune lends itself readily to 
every requirement of civilization, as 
is instanced by the fact that there are 
at least forty-eight different ways by 
which a prune can be cooked.

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HE WALL STREET WHIRLWIND. 
That was a rude awakening to 
the dream of untold wealth among the 
great operators in Wall street which 
fell upon them this week in the unex- 
pected issue of the $100,000,000 of stock 
of the St. Paul Railroad. It was a 
great coup operated by the giants who 
play for immense stakes in the great 
stock market of the country. Every 
day when millions are made in that 
great financial struggle, it is too ob- 
vious for remark that as many millions 
are lost. it is a pure and simple 
gamble. 
There are two points only wherein 
this gigantic gamble interests the pub- 
lic. It is @ pleasure to be told that 
the public is not in the market. Henry 
Clews, the great financial authority of 
New York, has made this statement 
within the last week. It is probably 
true. Indeed for a year or two past 
the abstention of the public from par- 
ticipation in this gigantic gamble has 
been a matter for general congratula- 
tion. Time was when slumps like that 
of the present week in the great 
gambling arena would have affected 
the general business of the whole coun- 
try, for the reason that tens of thous- 
ands of people in all parts of the 
country would have been caught in 
the tight squeeze caused by this coup. 
As long as the battle is waged between 
the professional gamblers on Wall 
street, one is almost inclined to say 
“on with the dance.” The people 
burned their fingers too often in this 
fire not to be warned to keep away. 
The longer they keep away the better 
it will be for the general interests of 
the country. But there is another point 
ot view in which lurks more or less 
danger to our general business inter- 
ests. The scramble for money when 
the stock market. began to tumble 
early in the week forced interest 


loans. Of course so high rates for 
interest concentrate In New York vast 
sums of money. Banks from all over 
the whole country have undoubtedly 
been telegrapuing to their correspond- 
ents in New York to loan their bal- 
ances out where such great gains were 
to be made. That course naturflly 
withdraws enormous sums of mongy 
from the legitimate channels of indus- 
try and commerce, and makes the 
wheels of our industry turn with all 
the more difficulty. Undoubtedly the 
great stringency felt all over the coun- 
try for a year past and the difficulty 
to obtain funds for financing legiti- 
mate business interests have been 
largely due to the feverish stock gam- 
ble carried on in the city of New 
York. It is an evil that must be borne. 
There is no way to stop it. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has been re- 
strained in his efforts to relieve the 
money pinch in so far as only the 
gambling fraternity was concerned. 
Mr. Shaw has been .nsistent that he 
would take no hand in the game of 


“financing these great gambles and 


would only come into the market with 
relief whenever the industrial and 
commercial interests of the country 
seemed to be in jeopardy. 

This great drop in railroad and oth- 
er securities incident to this manipula- 
tion of St. Paul stock should guide 
Congress in any steps taken to pass 
an amendment to the banking act 
looking to provide that emergency 
currency which Secretary Shaw has 
urged. The banking association wants 
a so-called emergency currency issu- 
able by paying 2% to 3 or 4 per cent. 
interest. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury’s plan is to issue only real emer- 
gency currency by demanding interest 
at the raté of 5 or 6 per cent. If any 
law is passed authorizing the issuance 
of. currency at 2% or:3 or 3% or 4 
per cent., it may undoubtedly be ex-
